Paris, April 22.—(Havas)—The San Kemo correspondent of 
The Matin says he has been informed that the propositions of 
Premiers Nitti and Lloyd George on the question of dealing with 
Germany culminated in a suggestion that Germany be invited to 
take part in the conference here to-morrow. However, adds the 
correspondent, Premier Millerand ultimately convinced the Italian 
and ~ -itish Premiers that they were wrong and it was decided to 
confine discussion of the German problems to the Supreme Council. 

The German note requesting a revision of the military clanses 
of the peace treaty, so that Germany could maintain an army of! 
200,000 men until general reduction of armaments had been brought 
about by the League of Nations, has been received by the president 
of the San Remo conference, the correspondent reports. In British 
circles it is believed, he stltes .that the discussion of this note will 
necessitate a prolongation of the conference.

Ottawa. April 22— Arrangements 
are being made for passports for 
Arthur Martel, of Montreal, vice- 
president of the Trades and Labor 
Congress of Canada, who has been 
selected to represent Canadian or¬ 
ganized labor on the international 
mission which will shortly leave for 
Russia to study labor conditions there 
at first hand. 

Determination to send the mission 
ytM reached at the gathering of thei 
Governing Body of International La¬ 
bor Conference of the League of Na¬ 
tions recently held in Paris. It will 
probably be absent three months and 
its primary duty will be to bring back 
an authoritative report on the condi¬ 
tion of workers under the Soviet 
regime. The mission will consist not 
only of labor men. but of delegates 
chosen to represent the States mem- 
I bers of the League, and of employers.

Of recent years the question of whether there is a life after:

world-famed scientist, in his lecture on "The Evidence of Sur¬ 
vival.” 

Introduced by the Hon. John Oliver as “a gentleman of world¬ 
wide reputation and the foremost scientist of the age,'' the distin¬ 
guished savant appealed to his audience with his charming per¬ 
sonality and his air of simple conviction, and even if he failed to 
convince the ultra-sceptical, his evident earnestness and sincerity 

of belief left an Ineffaceable impres¬ 
sion of a master mind. His opening 
remarks revealed the man of stlence 
as he traced the wonders of the 
stellar bodies and tho remarkable 
discoveries In the realm of physics, 
before passing to the spiritual phase 
of his address, where the science of 
physics gave place to that of the 
psychical. 

Appearance vs. Reality. 

"We believe In a world of appear¬ 
ances ns conveyed to us through the 
organs of sense. The world of reality 
Is not thus conveyed, but is inferred 
by the mind. Reality and appearance 
often differ. No one looking at the 
world would realize that it is a 
heavenly body shining like the other 
planets. Yet that is the reality. We 
know too much about the world to 
think of it as a heavenly body, yet 
scientists have proved to us—not by 
means of outward appearances—that

CHINA URGED TO 
SIMPLIFY SYSTEM 
OF HANDWRITING 


Shanghai, April 22.—Chinese of fu¬ 
ture generations will write ln pho¬ 
netic script and use a typewriter with 
only thirty-nine characters instead of 
plying a brush to draw 10.000 or more 
hieroglyphics If mission workers suc¬ 
ceed ln an effort they are making to 
revolutionize handwriting in use In 
China for more than 4,000 years. The 
work of the missionaries is at last 
beginning to receive official sanction, 
and they entertain hopes that event¬ 
ually the Chinese brush, ink block and 
ink tablet will have to go to give 
place to more modern methods of 
communicating Ideas. 

Their purpose is not only to sim¬ 
plify China’s handwriting system, but 
to give the country a common tongue 
to replace the present-day babel 
which renders even the native who is 
away from his own home district al¬ 
most as helpless as a foreigner. 

The system of phonetic script now 
urged upon the Chinese was worked 
out in England in 1803 by Wang 
Chao. Besides its thirty-nine char¬ 


acters It contains ten numerals. 
There are no capitals. 

The Rev. E. G. Tewksbury, of 
Shanghai, secretary of the China 
Sunday School Union and a member 
of the phonetic promotion commit¬ 
tee. who has devoted thirty years to 
teaching In China, has put the new 
script Into use on American type¬ 
writers with complete success. For 
this purpose typewriters with blank 
faces are obtained from the factories 
and the characters are cut frdra these 
faves here by Chinese, engravers. 

That the Peking Government at¬ 
taches Importance to the effort be¬ 
ing made is seen in the following ex¬ 
cerpt from a recent mandate Issued 
by the Ministry of Education: 

"We recognize t^at because of the 
difference between our classical and 
spoken language education in the 
schools makes slow progress and the I 
keen edge of the spirit of union, both 1 
between Individuals and in society at 1 
large, has thereby been blunted. 
Moreover, if we do not take prompt 
steps to make the written and Bpoken 
language the same quickly any plans 
for developing our civilization will 
surely fjUl."

Scientific Salesmanship Calls 
For Deft Influence of 
Buyer's Mind 


To a representative gathering of the 
Real Estate Exchange assembled at 
a luncheon at the' Dominion Hotel 
yesterday afternoon Dr. T. W. But¬ 
ler delivered an Inspiring address on 
the power of suggestion in salesman¬ 
ship, and the workings of the hu¬ 
man mind, as learned through a 
study of psychology.

Plans whereby the Victorian Order t 
of Nurses, the Anti-Tuberculosis i 
Society, the Friendly Help Assocla- i 
tion, and the Women’s Christian j 
Temperance Union, will be merged 
>vllh the City Health Department In 
order that all overlapping in their 
work may be prevented were decided 
upon by the City Council last night. 

Some scheme which would co¬ 
ordinate the efforts of the public or¬ 
ganizations, which are working to 
relieve poverty and distress, has been 
under consideration by the civic 
authorities (or some time. The plan 
agreed upon last night, as formulated 
by a special committee consisting of 
Alderman Sangster und Alderman 
Johns, la us follows: 

Merging of Bodies. 

(1) The Local Branch of the Vic¬ 
torian order of Nurses to carry on 
its work us it Is at present doing, 
also to undertake the nursing of city 
indlgents under the direction or with 
knowledge of the Medical Health Of¬ 
ficer; all such indigent cases with 
their histories and other notes to bo 
registered In a book or file to be 
kept at the Health Office. 

(2) The Anti-Tuberculosis Society to 
be merged Into the Local Branch of 
the Victorian Order of Nurses that Is, 
the nursing of tuberculous patients 
and the hygienic education of same 
to be carried on by the nurses of the 
Victorian Order instead of having a 
special nurse for this purpose. 

(3) The City to grant adequate 
sums of money for the proper and ef¬ 
ficient earning out of the nursing 
of indlgents and tuberculous patients 
along these lines. 

(4) The Friendly Help Associa¬ 
tion to be regularly affiliated with 
the City Health Department (at 
present there is co-operation, but 
this co-operation should be on re¬ 
cognized grounds). All cases of in¬ 
digency requiring food or clothing or , 
other help to be recorded with 
particulars in a book or file to be 
kept at the Health Office. 

(5) The Board of Health or City 
Council to be fully represented In the 
management of the Local Branch of 
the Victorian Order of Nurses, the 
Friendly Help Association and the 
W.C.T.U. Home, and all matters of 
finance as well as all other matters 
connected with such social services 
to be open for inspection by the City 
Board of Health." 

Indiscriminate Charity. 

"This scheme.” declared Alderman 
Sangster, "would do away with a good 
deal of indiscriminate begging. Many 
people are going to the Friendly Help 
and to the Health Office also for as¬ 
sistance." 

"Indiscriminate charity is wasteful 
at times," asserted Alderman Cam¬ 
eron. "It’s a question whether Im¬ 
positions are not made on the charit¬ 
able organizations of the city." 

"Many people try to get help from 
me when they are actually getting 
assistance from the Friendly Help." 
the Mayor stated. "I never give them 
any but aend all applications to the 
Friendly Help." 

JAPAN’S PROGRESS IN 
MEDICAL SCIENCE 


[Oregon Woman Physician 
Praises Tokyo Imperial 
University 


Discussing the work of the Medical 
Department of the Tokyo Imperial 
University, which she visited re¬ 
cently, Dr. Mae II. Cardwell spoke 
with enthusiasm of the laboratory, de¬ 
claring that the research work of 
which the University was the Inspir¬ 
ation had been of inestimable value 
to the world, particularly in the cusc 
of Infectious diseases. 

Dr. Cardwell recently went to 
Japan on a trip combining pleasure 
and investigation of the pathologi¬ 
cal work of Japan’s medical men. 
Particularly Interested In public 
health work and child welfare, Dr. 
Cardwell has held many appoint¬ 
ments connecting her with muni¬ 
cipal and national hygiene Interests 
! in the United States, says the Japan 
1 Advertiser. For several years »ne 
was a member of the Board of Ifcaith 
at Portland, Ore.; for four years she 
served as member of the Oregon 
State Child Welfare Commission, and 
[ until last January, she was the phy¬ 
sician to the Oregon Juvenile Court. 
She was appointed by the U. S. Gov¬ 
ernment as a member of the Child 
t yglene Division of the United 
States Childrens Bureau. 

Pioneers in Research Work 

Speaking of the medical work of 
the Tokyo Imperial University to a 
Japan Advertiser representative. Dr. 
Cardwell remarked: 

*1 made a visit to the Medical De¬ 
partment of the Tokyo Imperial Uni¬ 
versity. my chief Interest being to get 
a 'close-up* view of their laboratories 
and research departments. Those of , 
us in America who are interested in ’ 
pathology read with great interest of 
the discoveries reported from the 
medical laboratories of Japan, be¬ 
cause this work has been of immense 


value to the world in the cure and 
prevention of disease, particularly In¬ 
fectious diseases. 

"Japan has already made an en- ( 
viable record for herself as a pioneer 
in bacteriological and serum dis¬ 
coveries through Such men as Dr. 
Noguchi and Dr. Kitasato, whose 
names are immortalized by their 
work In typhus and diphtheria. The 
laboratories In the University, sup¬ 
plied with all necessary' appliances, 
added to the experience already 
gained, will create a center that 
will eventually be a glory to Japan. 

* "Japan Is fortunate in having a 
medical expert like Dr. Sato, famous 
In his own country and an acknow¬ 
ledged worldwide authority. He ad¬ 
mitted me to his clinic, where his 
skillful handling of the patients, al¬ 
though his lecture was In a lan- i 
guage I could not translate, enabled | 
me to follow him ns he described, 
diagnosed and then prescribed the 
treatment. He lectured to a class of 
a hundred students and was listened 
to hy none more earnestly than my¬ 
self. 

Patience Secret of Success 

"It is the indefatigable patience i 
and persistence of the Japanese na¬ 
ture In its attention to detail, that 
makes it possible for the Japanese 
physician to delve to the depths of 
human pathology and drag out the 
secrets of prevention and cure. 

"I waa disappointed in not seeing I 
a woman among the students. Am¬ 
erican women are admitted to prac¬ 
tically all our colleges on equal terms 
with men. and the custom has prtfven 
Itself practical. I am extremely 
sorry that It does not exist in this 
country. 

"The Department of Children’s 
Diseases was most Interesting, and 
I was especially impressed by the 
methods used In studying the evils. 
of malnutrition of Infants, especially \ 
the X-ray pictures of the digestive 
processes in the little stomachs. In 
the X-ray room was a woman whom 
I was told was the photographer and 
a physician, but not a graduate from 
the University. 

"The various rooms and wards 
maintained the high reputation of 
Japan for sanitation. There was no 
crowding, only a few beds were In 
each room, and there was plenty of 
ventilation, which is such a helpful 
and necessary adjunct to hospital 
work. At each little bed In the 
children’s ward was sitting the 
mother of the sick child, with the ex¬ 
ception of two little tots. who. Dr. 
Sato said, had no parents. 

"The hospital of the College has 
549 free beds and 144 beds for paying 
patients. I could not help but pay a 
tribute to the national brotherhood of 
Japan which gives preponderance to 
the free beds. 

"Psychiatry Is rather a new study 
In medical circles and I was Im¬ 
pressed by the fact that Japan seems 
still in the lead In having not only 
professors In psychiatry but also a 
ward where students receive practi¬ 
cal knowledge of these conditions."

THE UNIVERSITY QUESTION 


It is with deep and

grateful recognition of how much the 
Freah Air Fund owes to friends and 
sympathizers in distant portions of 
the Empire that I venture to appeal 
to y\u$y readers once again to help 
me wtfh It. 

Looking backward over the twenty- 
eight years since the Fresh Air Fund 
I cannot but rejoice at 


To the Editor.—Tou are to be con¬ 
gratulated that your able advocacy 
of’the two years’ university course 
for Victoria students is likely to 
reneh its fruition. There did not 
seem any valid reason whv similar 
privileges that had already been 
granted by the big McGill Univer¬ 
sity or Montreal should be withhe'd 
by our own less pretentious Univer¬ 
sity of British Columbia, unless It 
was that the Board of Governors or 
Faculty wished to “hog" all educa¬ 
tional advantages for the ambitious 
city of Vancouver. 

It is worth while, however, whilst 
fully admitting the vsiue of the sec¬ 
ond year of university work for Vic¬ 
toria and district students, to con¬ 
sider "ways and means” In relation 
to the same, in cold cash the Presi¬ 
dent of the University suggested the 
extravagant sum of $90,000 for the 
first year. This amount was after¬ 
wards whittled down to $30,000, and a 
hut report suggests a more modest 
sum It would not be uncharitable 
to suppose that President Kllnck in¬ 
tended to annihilate the whole pro¬ 
ject by making a preposterous pro¬ 
posal. and it would further appear 
that not only the bona fides of such 
proposal should be challenged, but 
that the proposal Itself challenges the 
economic fitness of the proposer as 
head of a great educational institu¬ 
tion. 

I write chiefly to suggest, as the 
principle is settled and the privilege 
grunted, that the Victoria School 
Board should placfe the details of the 
extension work as to cost before the 
citizens. There have been disquiet¬ 
ing rumors abroad that the institution 
of the second- year course will cost 
$10,000 per annum, which is a suffici¬ 
ent sum, added to the preaent cost 
of education, to give one pause. Ap¬ 
parently all that is really needed is 
to detach one of the present High 
School teachers from his duties In 
the High School and with a princi¬ 
pal or dean, who should assume an 
equal share of teaching work, carry- 
on tho university two-years course 
until the necessity of a third or more 
teachers appeared.

British flyweight champion, 
so far outclassed Battling Murray, of 
Philadelphia, in their eight-round 
bout here last night that Commis¬ 
sioner John Smith, of the New Jersey 
Boxing Commission, stopped the con¬ 
test in the last round. 

Murray had been knocked down 
three times In the eighth round from 
short left hooks to the Jaw. 

He was up without taking the 
count, but was In such a battered 
condition that a clear knockout de¬ 
feat' appeared certain when Commis¬ 
sioner Smith interfered thirty sec¬ 
onds before the end of the botlL 

Murray’s face was covered with 
blood as a result of a nasty gash over 
the left eye. caused hy a collision 
with Wilde’s head. His nose was also 
bleeding freely. 

Wilde Went Down. 

Murray had the honors In the early 
rounds. He knocked Wilde down with 
a left hook to the Jaw less than a 
minute after the fight started Wilde 
outboxed Murray at long range in 
the opening round while Murray was 
trying to slug. 

Wilde began showing his true form 
in the third round wh^n he speeded 
up his attack with the result that 
the round was even. He improved in 
the fourth and fifth, and with the 
beginning of the sixth cut loose in 
championship style. Murray made a 
rally in the seventh, but it did not 
last long. 

Both fighters were below the re¬ 
quired weight of 116 pounds. 

Wilde received $7,000 for his share 
of the puree.

In her cabin accommodation the 
Tyndareus carried six passengers, 
and in her steerage quarters shg had 
seventy Chinese. Dr. Fishe, of the 
Chinese coolie service, and Mr . J and 
Mrs. Kay. came ashore here, and Mr. 
and Mrs. Moller and Mr. O’Neill went 
on to Seattle. Sixty-six Chinese were 
landed here and four Orientals were 
routed to the United States. 

The Tyndareus brought over 11,000 
tons, both weight and measurement, 
principally overland cargo. One hun¬ 
dred and twenty tons of feight was 
consigned to this port. 

The Blue Funnel liner reached the 
dock at 6.50 o'clock this morning, and 
left about 11 o’clock for Seattle. The 
late arrival of the steamer Sol Due. 
carr> ing Captain Ruger, the Blur 
Funnel pilot, kept the Tyndareus 
here longer than usual.

•TOO MANY PROFITEERS 

Europe Worse Than This Continent, 

so Immigrant Flood Has Turned 
This Way Again. 

New York. April 22 —The tide of emi¬ 
gration is sweeping thousands of for¬ 
eigners back to America after having 
carried them to their European homes 
after the armistice. Ellis Island offi¬ 
cials declared almost 10.000 immigrants 
will be admitted this week from vessels 
already docked or en route to this port. 

The immigrants are corning back be¬ 
cause they found profiteering worse 
abroad than in America, the authorities 
said. 

DEPUTATION AT OTTAWA. 

Ottawa. April 22. — (Canadian 
Press)—The deputation of Western 
public men and provincial parlia¬ 
mentarians which was to have wait¬ 
ed on the Government yesterday 
afternoon will not be heard until this 
afternoon owing to the fact that Sir 
George Foster.

TO CURB LAND BOOM? 

Wild Speculation in Real Estate Will 
Not Be Permitted Again, London 
Banker 8ays. 

Is Q*new era dawning in regard to 
real estate in Can|fla. wherein wild 
speculation will be prevented? That 
is the news that comes by way of 
IiOndon. where at the aminual meet¬ 
ing of the Land Corporation of Can¬ 
ada. held recently, the President. Sir 
Alexander Roger, made an intimation 
of this kind. After stating that the 
affairs of the company in the Prairie 
Provinces were in good order, but 
in Vancouver the company’s land was 
bought at Inflated prices, which he 
did not expect to see reached again, 
he said: 

"We have now to face entirely 
new conditions. Neither the Domin¬ 
ion Government, nor the Provincial 
Governments will permit wild specu¬ 
lations in land to happen again. The 
future of thg company lies in meeting 
the situation on a new basis. The 
lands must be made available for 
settlers and settlers of the right 
class, as distinct from speculative 
purcha^r*.”- 

Sir Alexander said that his com¬ 
pany had devoted a great deal of at¬ 
tention during the last year to the 
formation of the Canadlnn Land 
Owners’ Association, in which several 
important land companies had joined 
with a view to securing a go-ahead 
organisation for selling land. 

"We have thought it well,” he ad¬ 
ded. "to take the Dominion Govern¬ 
ment and the Provincial Govern¬ 
ments Into our confidences regarding 
the matter, telling them that we are 
going to oriontue the lands rather 
than speculate in land, and we have 
a chorus of approval from the Do¬ 
minion Government—Toronto Globe. 

A clergyman, trying to illustrate the 
meaning of conscience, asked a class of 
boys. 

Supposing one of you stole a piece of 
sugar and put it in your mouth, and 
someone came in—what would happen?*’

The Bank of France in the matter 
of rates, moves very slowly. Only 
in the gnixest crisis is the premium 
changed, und then relatively nomi¬ 
nally. When seventeen months after 
the armistice the French bank lifts 
its rate the reason must be, as it 
were, constitutional. While England 
has managed to raise sterling ex¬ 
change. Frunce has done nothing, ap¬ 
parently. to protect the franc. The 
last national loan, though successful, 
has not strengthened the situation. 
Another and still larger offering is to 
be made to meet a. fundamentally dis¬ 
turbed condition. 

England is more expedient and im¬ 
pressive even though the expedience 
does not impose upon the discerning 
To-day the cues were somewhat ill- 
timed. Simultaneously with the an¬ 
nouncement that a Cunard liner had 
brought over 89.COO.OOO gold it was 
stated $10,000,000 would be sent to 
Buenos Aires Saturday. Hitherto the 
arrivals and departures of the metal 
have not been so manifestly dove¬ 
tailed. Several days were allowed to 
elapse ere the gold that came from 
England was ticketed to Argentina. 

Presumably it Is some consolation 
to easily impressed critics to have at 
least a look at the gold which soon 
leaves for the Argentina. If a bal¬ 
ance is struck on what has come for 
Europe and on what has gone to 
South America, it will be found this 
country Is a loser thus far, although 
there have not been and are no 
American debts in South America. 
The triangle is Illusive, but not com¬ 
pletely blinding.

$150 & month. 

Pros and Cons. 

Alderman Fullerton warned the 
Council against the possibility of on 
investigation into civic salaries like 
that held in 1918. "It took more 
money to pay for that investigation,” 
he said, “than the sum involved in 
the increases asked at Jhat time. 1 
understand that by a new amend¬ 
ment to the Industrial Disputes In¬ 
vestigation Act it is possible for the 
Minister of Labor to allow a board of 
arbitration to investigate wages 
without the consent of a corporate 
body." 

“That doesn’t apply to municipali¬ 
ties, objected Alderman Sangster. 

“I am Informed, on the contrary 
that It does,'' replied Alderman Ful¬ 
lerton. "We don't want any more 
trouble." 

“Why look for it then?" demanded

The bril¬ 
liant acting of the two ladles who had 
the most conspicuous parts, has been 
recognized in the press, and the critics 
are unanimous in commending ail the 
performers whose share was less 
spectacular. Agreeing with all this ( 
I would like to say a word of recog- , 
nitlon of the work of the whole club.; 
The clever performers need no praise 
from me for their cleverness, and this 
was not the gift of the University. 
But something is due the University 
for encouraging these incidental lit¬ 
erary efforts, and to Prof. Wood and 
the students for their uncommonly 
good preparation. This play must 
have been exceedingly well studied 
and carefully rehearsed. To one in 
the audience It did npt appear that 
any performer forgot anything, or 
any slip in the machinery caused con¬ 
fusion or embarrassmenL 

“These amateurs seemed to me to 
play their parts with the certainty 
and self-possession of professionals. 
They appeared to be word perfect, 
and if a paper was dropped it fell at 
the right time and place, and all the 
coincidences perfectly ; coincided.
